To have a well balanced aquarium 
you need growing underwater plants. To 
beautify it and make the fish feel at 
home, select some of these outstanding 
plants specially raised for aquarium 
usée Growing plants live on the waste 
products of fish absorbed through their 
reots in clean sand and give off oxygen 
from leaves when they have proper light 
(See booklet "The Aquarium Beautiful" 
for 10¢, or others). Smaller fish and 
the shy or timid ones find safe refuge 
in a well planted corner. Proper 
aquarium gravel is also necessary to

SUGGESTIONS FOR PLANTING 


Use 2 or 3 inches of clean washed aqu- 
arium gravel to cover the entire bottom 
of aquarium Let it slope from 2-1/2 
or 3 inches in the rear to about 1 inch 
towards the fronte Plant new tanks 
before water is added. A planting tong 
or notched stick will hclp when done 
underwatere Gently push plant into the 
gravel, then drag it to spread and cover 
the rootse Larger plants can be anchor= 
ed by a stone till roots take hold. 
Plants need 8 to 10 hours light daily te 
STOWe 
and therefore produce less Algae than 
direct window light.

NE or more specimens of the Hardy Water Lilies (Genus 
Nymphaea) should be in every pool. Fish and plants belong 
together and each profits by the other’s presence. Lily leaves 

shade the Goldfish on hot Summer days, and the fish in turn recip- 
rocate by eating up the bugs as rain (or your hose) washes them 
from the surface of the leaves. Water Lilies will adjust themselves 
to small changes in water level. If their general requirements of 
rich soil, shallow water and sunny location are met, very little atten- 
tion will be necessary thereafter. 


The varieties we list here are quite hardy and well adapted for 
pools or ponds. They begin to flower very early in the season. In 
our vicinity blooms begin to appear in April and continue steadily 
until October. All lilies properly tagged when shipped.
